Ind., Aug. I.—A 
symposium on “w hat did the world 
gain by the world w ar” is published 
today by the Am erican Legion W eek­ 
ly. The m ajority of the replies, m any 
of them 
from 
famous 
Americans, 
agree there was gains, though some 
deny any. 
The first person quoted, the for­ 
m er K aiser’s secretary, Admiral 
H. 
Von Rebeir-Paschwit*. said: 
“W hat did the world gain? N oth­ 
ing- It lost everything.” 
“This 
answ er,” 
said the article, 
was in reply to a letter to W illiam 
Hohenzollern, Esq., in Holland. 
It is 
taken to represent very closely the 
real views of the form er emporer. 
The symposium was prepared 
to 
feature the tenth anniversary of the 
beginning of the world ^*ar. 
Friederich Wilhelm, form er crown 
prince says: 
“The result was that all nations 
are arm ing as hard as they can, and 
what about dem ocracy? 
just look 
at the cables from over the whole 
world. 
Dictatorship of some sort or 
other is the favorite idea. 
The only 
good the w ar did is to show th a t a 
nation, not well armed, is powerless 
and th a t such a nation gets no help 
from anybody.” 
Newton D. Baker said: 
“Taking the long view*, I believe 
It is possible now to say that the 
world is at last convinced that the 
balance of power theory is an un­ 
stable basis for world peace and that 
international co-operation is the only 
other plan to be tried. 
This is a 
great gain.” 
General John J. Pershing said: 
“While we are probably too close 
to the events of the world w ar de- 
ttniteiy to jiu,ge of its general bene­ 
fits to mankind, yet the victory did 
result in preventing domination by 
autocracy, with all its disastrous ef­ 
fects upon civilization and the evi­ 
dence is clear that the free peoples 
of the world will unite in resisting 
such dom ination.” 
Sir A rthur W. Currie, com m ander 
iii chief of the Canadian Expedition­ 
ary Forces: 
“By the world war we gained a 
truer appreciation and a better real­ 
ization cf w ar’s unspeakable waste, 
its* dreadiul 
hardships, 
its 
cruel 
slaughter and its afterm ath of loneli­ 
ness, sorrow and broken hearts. We 
now know that as a m eans of solving 
the world’s problems and removing 
international discord war is a delu­ 
sion and a lie.”

rail brotherhoods in supporting the 
La Follette-Wheeler ticket will be 
decided by the executive council of 
the American Federation of Labor 
during the annual organization con­ 
ference of program and policy open­ 
ing here today. 
As the council, presided over by 
Samuel Gompers, went into session 
behind closed doors, s p o rts were 
current that the LaFollette matter 
would be first on the program. 
It 
previously had been scheduled for 
disposition toward the end of the 
sessions which are to continue for 
the next ten days or more. 
Three alternatives lay before the 
council in drafting its policy toward 
the political question. It may pledge 
LaFollette active support of his can­ 
didacy, it may go on record with 
merely an expression of approval of 
the platform and candidates of the 
conference for progressive political 
action, or it may do as Mr. Gompers 
declares it will do—refrain 
from 
stating preference for any of the 
presidential tickets. 
Mr. Gompers made it plain that 
he wants the vast group of organiz­ 
ed workers which he dominates to 
adhere to the hands-off policy. 
His attitude toward the question 
is that the American Federation of 
Labor should 
pin 
its 
hopes 
on 
“being 
partisan 
to 
principles 
and not to political organizations.’’ 
In the campaign of 1924 he would 
pursue the policy of the American 
Federation of Labor in 1920, when 
he says “we supported candidates 
representing four political parties.”

WASHINGTON, D. C. — Secre­ 
tary Mellon’s enforcement of pro­ 
hibition is to be investigated coin­ 
cident with the national campaign, 
hut 
the 
sudden 
decision 
of 
the 
senate committee charged with the 
task to go ahead brought out for­ 
mal statements Saturday from Sen­ 
ators Watson, Indiana, and Couzens, 
Michigan, 
republicans, 
explaining 
their conception of events leading 
up to it. 
Senator Couzens was elected dur­ 
ing the day as chairman of the com­ 
mittee in place of Senator Watson 
who indicated his desire to retire, 
but not until he had concluded a 
tw’o hour interview’ with President 
Coolidge. 
Senator Watson then went to the 
white house and later the two sena­ 
tors made public their statements. 
Meanwhile, 
democratic members 
of the committee, Senators King, of 
Utah, and Jones, of New Mexico, 
although officially silent, made it 
clear that they were for investiga­ 
tion, full and immediate, and had 
been all along. The committee re­ 
jected the proposal that Francis J. 
Heney, California graft prosecutor, 
be retained as special counsel, but 
authorized 
selection 
by 
Senators 
Couz«is and Jones of someone else 
for the w*ork. 
September 2 w*as fix­ 
ed as the date for open hearings in 
Washington. 
Heney’s 
name had 
been brought 
forward 
originally 
when the committee was holding 
hearings during the session of con­ 
gress and it had aroused bitter de­ 
bate in the senate. 
At that time 
the committee w*as devoting its at­ 
tention to an investigation of the 
internal 
revenue 
bureau 
and 
tax 
questions in general, and the charge 
was made and denied that there 
w*as a “drive” on against Secretary 
Mellon. 
Explaining 
the 
committee 
deci­ 
sion 
Senator Couzens, 
who, 
with 
the two democratic members, holds 
the majority vote, said: 
“On 
Tuesday, 
July 
22, 
Senator 
Watson called me 
at Detroit on 
long distance telephone 
and 
said 
that Senators King and Jones were 
in his office and that they were all 
desirous of having a meeting and 
wanted to know when I could at­ 
tend. 
“I was in the midst of my cam­ 
paign and told him that if the meet­ 
ing was wanted at once I could 
come. 
So I cancelled several en­ 
gagements to attend a meeting Fri­ 
day of this week. 
The date was 
satisfactory 
to 
Senator 
Watson, 
who was on the telephone, so I 
left Detroit Thursday and we met 
in Senator Watson’s office Friday 
morning, July 25, at 
which time 
Senator Watson said he personally 
was opposed to going ahead with 
the investigation and, If the com­ 
mittee decided to go ahead. 
he 
would have to resign as chairman. 
Senator Watson wired Senator Ern3t 
(republican) 
Kentucky, at Denver, 
and got his permission to cast his 
ballot. 
“Considerable discussion was had 
as to the selection of an attorney 
to study the complaints and pre­ 
pare for a continuance of the in­ 
vestigation. 
The committee by un­ 
animous vote decided to leave the 
selection to the chairman, Senator 
Watson and 
Senator Jones. How*- 
ever. Senator Watson asked to be 
excused and w*as excuser; and the 
selection of the assistants necess­ 
ary for the committee w*as left to 
the decision of Senator Jones and 
myself. 
“A resolution w*as passed authoriz­ 
ing the chairman, at the instance 
of any member of the committee. 
or on his own election .to ask the 
treasury department for any infor­ 
mation that any member of the com­ 
mittee might deem necessary or de­ 
sirable for carrying on the investi­ 
gation.

prompt action was had in securing 
an attorney and other help it would

Heavy Loss of Life Was 
Averted In Rescues 
By Harbor Craft.

families on board, sank off Craney 
Island in Norfolk harbor Saturday 
night when she struck a sunken 
barge. 
So far as it was possible 
to check up the passenger list late 
tonight, no lives were lost, though 
three persons, two women and a 
man, were taken to a hospital bad­ 
ly hurt. 
The navy tug Wvtomite arrived 
at the 
Portsmouth navy yard at 
11:30 o’clock with 150 of the ex­ 
cursionists rescued from the sunk­ 
en vessel. 
The Gratitude w*as not 
completely submerged and her pas­ 
sengers 
were taken off in 
small 
boats sent from New York, Phila­ 
delphia and Norfolk railroad steam­ 
er Pennsylvania and 
several 
har­ 
bor 
vessels 
and 
launches 
w’hich 
picked up the distress signals from 
the Gratitude and hastened to the 
rescue. 
Scenes of the wildest confusion 
were enacted on board the stricken 
vessel when her pasengers realized 
she was about to go down. 
Many 
persons including women and chil­ 
dren jumped overboard, apparently 
fearing they w’ould be sucked un­ 
der when the vessel settled in the 
water. 
Others were hurled over­ 
board by the force of the impact. 
Some of those Mho leaped into 
the blackness of the harbor below 
the sinking ship found they Mere 
standing iii water only knee deep, 
having 
landed on 
the 
submerged 
barge. 
Others M’ere submerged to 
their necks and many hasty res­ 
cues w’ere affected at the very side 
of the sinking craft. 
But for the 
fact the ship had been held firm by 
the 
barge 
M’hich 
sank 
her, 
she 
Mould 
have 
gone 
to the 
bottom, 
with heavy loss of life. 
The 
moment the vessel crashed 
her distress whistles M’ere 
bloM’n 
and the Pennsylvania, ‘’just passing, 
sent out boats to the rescue. Other 
vessels in the h arb o r immediately 
rushed to the scene and after a 
frantic half hour rescued the whole 
party, it M’as believed. 
The Penn­ 
sylvania turned over her rescued 
to other vessels and proceeded on 
her May to Cape Charles. 
When the first boat load of the 
rescued reached the Pennsylvania 
M’harf and Mere landed, confusion 
again reigned, becaue families had 
been separated in the dark. Moth­ 
ers M’ere screaming in the agony of 
separation from their children and 
men M’ere frantic in their search for 
missing M’ives and relatives. 
As each new boatload dreM’ up 
to the wharf the confusion Mas in­

Commission at the 
state 
capitol 
here will be needed from the next 
legislature, if the field of service 
rendered by the library continues to 
grow* as it has in the past, accord­ 
ing to I. R. Bundy, secretary of the 
commission. 
The library commission w*as es­ 
tablished in 1908, for the purpose of 
supplying all kinds of books to per­ 
sons 
in 
rural 
communities 
and 
towns in which there are no public 
| libraries. 
It is maintained by a 
j special appropriation at the hands 
j of the legislature every tw*o years. 
; The commission is comprised of the 
president of the University of Mis­ 
souri and the state superintendent 
of public schools, who are ex-officio 
members, and three members who 
are appointed by the governor. 
There are in the library 30,000 
volumes, including works on every 
subject on which books are written. 
There are books on agricultural sub­ 
jects, 
art, 
business 
and 
banking, 
child study and care, 
home eco­ 
nomics and journalism. 
There are 
works of fiction, biography, foreign 
travel and American travel. Every 
technical subject, from blacksmith­ 
ing to radio and aviation can be 
found discussed in books from this 
library. 
Persons interested in liter­ 
ary pursuits, religious subjects or 
scriptural 
commentaries 
can 
find 
1 books devoted to these lines in the 
state library, 
Every county in the state is cover­ 
ed 
by 
the 
library 
service, 
Mr. 
Bundy said, and the circulation is 
steadily 
increasing. 
The 
average 
number of books in circulation over 
the state on any certain day in 
every month, he said, is approxi 
mately 
2,000. 
Agricultural 
books
